We  enjoy  meeting  our  customers  and  considering  their 
problems.  We  have  formed  many  lasting  friendships  in 
this  way.  We  should  like  to  become  acquainted  with 
more  of  you,  if  not  face  to  face,  then,  at  least  through  cor¬ 
respondence. 

In  this  catalogue  color  plates  are  omitted  because  we 
feel  that,  however  attractive,  they  are  misleading  and  do 
not  give  you  a  fair  basis  for  judging  your  needs. 

We  have  spared  no  effort  or  expense  in  producing  good 
Roses,  true  to  name  and  color.  While  our  descriptions 
and  data  on  each  variety  and  our  cultural  instructions  are 
designed  especially  to  meet  the  needs  of  Rosarians  of 
the  Southwest,  they  will  be  found  in  the  main  applicable 
to  all  localities  free  from  severe  winters. 

The  Roses  are  grouped  under  color  to  assist  in  their 
selection.  We  feel  that  six  of  a  variety  or  of  different 
kinds  in  one  color  bracket  are  needed  to  insure  the  cut¬ 
ting  of  a  bouquet  in  a  given  color  at  almost  any  time. 

We  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  the  single  and  semi¬ 
double  Roses  for  sheer  beauty,  simplicity  and  individual¬ 
ity.  We  are  told  that  our  collection  of  singles  is  second 
to  none  in  America. 

We  have  also  a  large  group  of  Polyantha  Roses  and 
are  constantly  adding  to  our  varieties  of  Specie  (wild  or 
native),  Rugosa,  Moss,  Hybrid  Perpetual,  and  all  Shrub 
and  Climbing  Roses. 

We  recommend  the  shorter  Tree  Roses  with  trunks  from 
twenty-four  to  thirty-six  inches  high  for  average  planting 
because  the  regular  trees  with  forty-two  inch  canes  bloom 
above  the  line  of  vision,  thus  losing  half  the  value  of 
the  plant  as  an  accent  in  the  landscape.  The  tall  trees 
are  not  in  balance  with  our  small  homes;  they  fit  in  with 
large  plantings  and  along  sweeping  driveways  to  state¬ 
ly  mansions.

A  beautiful  thrifty  grower  with  dark 
leathery  foliage. 

MAX  KRAUSE.  (3)  A  large  golden  yellow  Rose,  light¬ 
er  at  the  edges  of  the  petals,  and  with  soft  bronzy  tones 
in  the  center.  Strong  plant  with  splendid,  healthy 
foliage. 

McGREDY'S  YELLOW.  (3)  A  really  fine  Rose  and  a 
very  prolific  grower  and  bloomer.  Flowers  are  large 
and  of  a  bright  buttercup  yellow  of  good  form.

Single  flowers  of  intense  copper-red, 
with  the  reverse  of  the  petals  golden-yellow,  are  pro¬ 
duced  freely  in  dry  sheltered  places  when  allowed  to 
grow  as  a  shrub. 

AUSTRIAN  YELLOW.  This  variety  likes  the  same  treat¬ 
ment  as  its  sister  above.  For  a  striking  effect  use  these 
two  varieties  as  pillar  Roses  or  shrubs. 

PERSIAN  YELLOW.  In  1837  the  first  Persian  Yellow  was 
introduced  and  it  remained  a  favorite.  Its  single  deep 
golden-yellow  flowers  are  nestled  among  slender  stems 
which  are  clothed  in  a  foliage  that  well  enhances  the 
blooms. 


Damask  Roses 

Damask  Roses  produce  freely.  The  flowers  are  usually 
borne  in  trusses  of  three  or  more  and  are  noted  for  their 
fragrance  which  is  second  to  none. 

KAZANLIK.  When  this  Rose  was  introduced  is  not  known, 
but  it  is  ancient,  having  been  grown  for  generations  in 
the  Balkans  in  the  production  of  attar  of  Roses.  The 
double,  sweet  scented,  bright  rosy-pink  flowers  are  an 
addition  to  your  old  fashioned  garden.  $1.00  each.

As  the  blooms 
open  they  resemble  the  old  fashioned  Wild  Rose  and 
are  most  attractive  for  use  in  small  vases.  $1.00  each.

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NOTES  ON  ROSE  CULTURE  APPLICABLE  TO  THE 
TEMPERATE  REGIONS  OF  THE  PACIFIC  COAST 
Soil  Conditions  and  Planting 

Roses  flourish  in  a  wide  range  of  soils — from  sandy 
loam  to  heavy  gumbo  or  adobe — but  the  ideal  is  a  heavy, 
modified  adobe  with  good  drainage. 

Roses  are  heavy  feeders,  therefore,  light  soils  must  be 
built  up  with  barn-yard  manure,  bean  straw  or  perhaps 
the  addition  of  heavy  soil  in  the  bottom  of  the  hole  when 
planting.  This  will  furnish  the  plant  food  and  make  a 
light  soil  more  retentive  of  water. 

Heavy  soils  require  the  same  treatment — but  for  a  dif¬ 
ferent  reason.  These  soils  must  be  modified,  made  mel¬ 
low  and  open  to  furnish  good  drainage  which  is  essential. 

The  best  results  are  obtained  by  preparing  the  whole 
rose-bed  to  a  depth  of  18  inches  in  advance  of  planting, 
leaving  a  layer  of  bean  straw  topped  with  a  moderate 
dressing  of  barn-yard  manure  underlying  the  entire  bed. 


When  planting  in  unprepared  ground,  a  16-inch  circular 
hole  is  dug  to  a  depth  of  about  18  inches,  in  the  bottom 
of  which  bean  straw  topped  with  well-rotted  manure  is 
packed  to  form  a  4-inch  plug  in  ordinary  soils  and  a  6- 
inch  plug  in  very  dense  (heavy)  soils.  Enough  soil  is 
then  packed  back  into  the  hole  and  left  in  the  form  of  a 
cone  to  make  possible  the  even  spreading  of  the  roots 
downward  on  a  45-degree  slope. 

Planting  now  proceeds,  refilling  the  hole  with  soil  to 
fully  cover  and  protect  the  roots.  The  plant  is  now  grad¬ 
ually  lifted,  filling  and  tamping  all  the  while  to  bring  the 
apex  of  the  root  system  to  a  level  which  must  be  exactly 
three  inches  below  the  finished  ground  surface.  The 
"Apex"  is  the  point  where  the  main  root  system  eman¬ 
ates  from  the  trunk. 

An  old  pick  handle  is  a  most  satisfactory  tamp.  Do 
not  be  afraid  of  packing  the  soil  too  hard.  You  will  be 
the  loser  if  any  air  is  left  in  contact  with  the  roots,  for  the 
plant  will  remain  inactive  until  these  voids  are  filled. 
Next,  basin  the  plant  and  soak  it  until  the  water  has 
penetrated  to  the  bottom  of  the  hole.  This  should  be  done 
two  or  three  times,  providing,  of  course,  that  the  surface 
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has  dried  sufficiently  between  waterings  for  a  very  light 
cultivation — just  a  mere  scratching. 

When  the  new  shoots  appear  the  plants  need  some 
feeding.  Fill  the  basin  with  some  v/ell-rotted  cow  manure, 
care  being  taken  to  keep  it  two  or  three  inches  away 
from  the  trunk  at  all  times.  Subsequent  irrigations  or 
rain  will  then  carry  the  food  to  the  roots  as  they  need  it. 
The  mulch  so  created  will  cut  down  the  number  of  water¬ 
ings.  One  of  the  best  possible  mulches  is  made  with 
chopped  bean  straw  or  alfalfa,  and  is  full  of  nitrogen. 

It  is  advisable  to  moderately  feed  each  Rose  bush  with 
commercial  plant  food  every  six  weeks  during  the  grow¬ 
ing  season  rather  than  to  apply  heavy  doses  at  long 
intervals. 

Pruning 

After  the  plant  is  set,  prune  lightly  to  a  minimum  height 
of  12  inches,  taking  care  to  remove  all  interfering  inside 
wood.  Once  properly  started  the  future  pruning  should 
be  light.  In  fact,  proper  cutting  of  flowers  reduces  prun¬ 
ing  to  a  minimum  and  does  away  with  the  customary 
drastic  pruning.  When  gathering  your  roses,  always 
keep  in  mind  the  proper  shaping  of  the  bush,  provide  for 
continuous  flowering  by  leaving  at  least  two  good  plump 


IE 

buds  or  eyes  on  each  stem.  Always  hold  the  blade  of 
the  shears  toward  the  eye,  incline  the  guard  downwards, 
and  make  a  slanting  cut  as  close  to  the  eye  as  possible. 
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This  prevents  bruising  the  eye  and  insures  more  rapid 
healing,  thereby  excluding  destructive  insects. 

In  pruning  older  bushes,  the  age,  size  and  vigor  of  the 
plant  will  determine  in  each  case  the  number  of  main 
stems  to  leave  and  the  nuihber  of  breaks  each  stem 
should  carry.  A  trial  and  error  method,  coupled  with  a 
little  common  sense  soon  teaches  one  how  to  do  this.  The 
life  of  the  plant  is  controlled  by  pruning.  A  slight  yearly 
increase  in  its  size  is  essential.  When  the  plant  becomes 
too  large,  some  of  the  old  gnarled  trunks  should  be  cut 
back  to  the  ground,  encouraging  the  building  of  a  new 
bush  with  the  clean  fast  growing  ground  canes  which 
usually  come  with  the  fall  growth.  Given  proper  cutting 
of  flowers  and  sensible,  moderate  pruning,  your  plants 
will  retain  their  vigor  at  eight  years  or  older. 


BEAN  STRAW
